QUEER WOMEN. 


Wo have all heard of what poots calls 


"Pretty Funny's vtay," and some of uu may 
remember reading of Lady^ Londonderry 
appearing at a court ball in Vienna with her 
husband's order of tho garter, and its 
diamonded dovico of "Jftmisoit," etc., round 
her brow. 
Quite as singular was an Ameri- 


can captain's wife,who was made much of in 
Liverpool, and who figured at parties, (when 
a gold chain and a ftrroniert on the forehead 
wore in fashion) with a small French watch 
on her brow, tho bauds of which were 
round, and which ticked in a excruciating 
manner." 


Lady Morgan, in her ways and words, was 


as eccentric as the marehioEess. "I remem- 
ber her," writes Henry Fothergill Chorley, 
at one of those woiderous gatherings, where 
tho crowd was great nnd tha drawing-room 
was crammed, breaking through a company 
of men who had perched on an upper stair- 
case, sitting down and crying aloud, "Here 
lam in the midst of my seraglio.'" She 
never shocked decorum, though very free of 
speech. 
We remember being led by her up 


to a collection of miniature portraits of 
ladies of tho court of Louis the Fourteenth. 


* 'There they are," she exclaimed. ' 'a 


dozen be*utifui creatures, and not an honest 
woman among them!" There was some- 
thing of the graceful French actress in her, 
when for instance, she would not arrive at a 
dinner-party till tho guests were all seated. 
Then, enter miladi, nnd there she stood for 
a moment in the doorway, to be looked at, 
gently working her fan, and moving smil- 
ingly to her chair, with auHope thatnobody 
will disturb themselves ca siy account." 
TEe acting was quite in the style of French 
comedy, where Sydney and Lady Morgan 
and probably caught it. 


She would do all sorts cf queor things, 


and make all sorts of bold assertions—to the 
axtent of once declaring that she had taught 
Taglioni to dance an Irish jig. Nevertheless, 
;hore was something genuine in her chnrac- 
;cr ; and she was not afraid to ask, "Who 
was Jeremy Taylor ?" on reference being 
once made to that celebrated divine. On an- 
other occasion, Lady Morgan mistook the 
stately,' grave and accomplished Mis.

The Miss Berrys (Walpole's friends) do 


not look quite so attractive in this company 
as in society described in other books. They 
reminded Charley of Frenchwomen of the 
olden timo, rouged with the remains of 
Koine beauty, and managing Inrge fans, like 
the Flirtillfis, etc., of Eanelagh, aud beset- 
inR Macready about the womanly propria- 
;ies of tho character of Pauline in "The Jjndy 
of Lyons," till one thought of tho "Critique 
de 1'Ecolo des Fomnies-' 


On one occasion, when Mr. Lnndor was 


'amous for the most famous of his works, on 
lis name being passed round in their circle 
iy somo enterprising guest, Miss Berry said: 
4Mr. Landor ? what has he written ?" Lady 
Morgan, rouged and managing her fan, and 
asking who was Jeremy Taylor, did not 
sbow greater ignorance than the modern 
Flirtilln. 


A WISE WOMAN. 


Mrs. Thompson was the queen of Cleverly 


lociety. Tho mention of her name in any 
company was enough to make the most si- 
s&t tongue sudtlanly eloquent. She was 
plump in person, and plump in virtues. Her

AGRICULTURE AT CORNELL UNIVER- 


SITY. 


Tho following i* ftn official showing of tho 


means and aims of tb« experimental depart- 
ment of the Collogo of Agriculture of Cornell 
University, as put forth in tho University 
register for 187-t ; 


Tha univerfrKy form conaiBta of nearly 


thrcfl hundred acres, »nd ban hitherto been 
worked upon tho «yit«m of farming usually 
followed in tho n«ighborhood. 


Believing that a judiciously modified ays- 


torn of tho mart Impravftd Scottish farming 
would go far to m«t tho want* of the coun- 
try, A Motion of the farm, oonRinUng of 
ft bout forty Korea, bar btan j*el«ot«d for the 
purpOM, upon which Mr. OonrtU hM ereot- 
*d a mibfltftntial farm torn «p*ci*lly torffped 
to meat th« req«ir«m«nU of th« oontampkt* 
ed fjitem o* hutbundiT.

liberal manuring, ea'jh aero wili bo made to 
yield its maximum f reduce, this produce 
being mainly of such a kind as will, consist- 
ent with the soil and climate, be most suita- 
ble to tho summer and winter houso feeding 
of cattle. Tho indoor or farmyard manage- 
ment will be characterized by tho strictest 
economy in the consumption of this produce, 
and every reasonable suggestion of scienco 
and practice to this end will be acted upon. 


The most improved breeds of farm ani- 


niala will bo kept, and thus, not only will tho 
food consumed bo turned to the best account, 
but the students will have an opportunity of 
becoming intimate with the characteristicH 
of the different breeds ; and the farmers of 
the country will have the privilege of avail- 
ing themselves'of these fine br d animals to 
improve their respective herds. 


It will be readily seen that while the pro- 


gramme here sketched is, in its entirety, one 
experiment, its practical working will, at the 
same timo, involve several concurrent though 
subsidiary problems. 
It cannot but be of 


much importance to tho country. Thus, for 
instance, it will involve experiments upon 
or olford illustrations of such matters as ro- 
tative cropping, 
summer soiling, winter 


house feeding of cattle and the growth of 
crops most suitable for these purposes; the 
comparative merits of raised and flat drill 
husbandry: of fall and spring ploughing; of 
green and naked fallows; of box feeding and 
stall feeding; of pure breed and grade cattle 
and the advantages to be derived from pulp- 
ing, chaffing andcooking the roots and fod- 
der for winter use; the employment of 
wind power in the work of the farm yard, 
etc. 


It is evident that a system of farming in- 


volving, as this does, both the growth of 
crops hitherto but little, if at all, produced 
n the country, and farm operations and 
manipulations of tho soil not now practised, 
would demand a class of implements pecul- 
iar to itself, and differing iu many respects 
Torn those in use. 
To meet this difficulty 


and to give the system a fair trial, the trus- 
tees have thought it advisable to import at 
tho outset such implements as are indispen- 
sable to carry it out. Should tha conternpla- 


system prove n success, these implements 


may nt least furnish such suggestions to the 
ready ingenuity of our manufacturers as will 
enable them to supply implements still bet- 
ter suited to the purpose for which they are 
designed, nnd more in harmony with tho 
"'leas of our own fanners. 


As the essence of the systom here sketched 


consists in raising to the highest standard 
:hc conditions of the soil, and, therefore. Its 


rlriotivo power, it will be evident to any 


one acquainted with farming that the accom- 
plishment of this subject will require timo, 
nud that although n year or two may enable 
us to anticipate with some degree of accuracy 
the result of the experiment, its ultimata 
SIICCOKS or failure cannot bo possibly pro- 
auounced upon until the rotation has passed 
at least once over the farm, as it will require 
that time to put ench division under thereu- 
ovating nnd cleansing crop. It is further 
evident that tho dili'ereuce in tho price of 
labor between this country and Great Britian 
is the principal obstacle to be overcome; but 
those acquainted wi th the farm practices of 
both countries are sanguine that our labor- 
saving implements and the extent to which 
our people uso the hore in the operations so 
often performed there by hand, together 
v/ith the cheapness with which we can sup- 
port our working stock, will go far to couu- 
tcrblnnco the difference in the price of man- 
uel labor. 


This 
element 
(tho economy 
of 


labor) has 
been, and 
will bo, 
kept 


prominently in 
view 
thsoughout 
tho 


experiment. In the arrniugt-ment of tho 
farm barn it forms a leading feature, nud in 
tho working of the farm every labor-saving 
implement required will be employed. It is 
plain that on n large farm snch appliances 
could bo used nt n comparatively less expense 
than on a small one ; and this is ft fact that 
should bo token into account in summing up 
the result oj the experiment. 


The statistics of this experimental farm 


will bo kept upon a regular system—the 
same as that taught in the agricultural class- 
room—and will be so arranged that, at tho 
close of each year, not only tho profit and 
loss upon the whole farm, but that xipou 
ench crop or field, can bo accurately ascer- 
tained. 


The larger section of the farm for tho 


present will bo worked ns heretofore: but 
should circumstances justify such ii course 
it will bo gradually put under the name 
course of cropping as tho smaller one., 


Mr. Cornell has recently added to his 


other gifts that of a barn, to bo used in con- 
nection with tbis farm. It is located near 
tho centre of of tho farm, nnd comprises 
three floors, ench accessible to teams from 
tho hillside on which it is erected. 
In tho 


basement nro the manure collar, eughio 
room and pig pens. 
The middle story, ten 


foot high and covering nearly live thousand 
squnro feet, is divided iuto bos feeding 
stalls, sheep pen, horse mid cow stalls, calf 
pens, and rooms for horse and Imuii imple- 
ments, feed bins and chaff cutler, and, in 
the hillside, a capacious root cellnr. 
Tho 


upper story, fifteen feet high and covoriug 
tho same area, will be used for storriug of 
buy and grain. Tho barn will be provided 
with an ample, supply of cistern nnd spring 
water, with wind power and ovary facjlity 
needed for carrying out tho experiment ou 
high farming described nbove, as well as any 
other series of experiments that it may 
deem advisable to undertake.

The House committee on banking and 


Currency has been malting up its miuxl 011 
some important {Joints. It 
ban decided 


against Kelley's 3.(»5 bond bill: 
against 


abolishing the national banking system; 
against substituting greenbacks for nation- 
al bank notes. The committee then decided 
oa the following features for the new bank- 
ing bill. 


First, that restriction on the total amount 


of bank circulation shall bo repealed, which 
is equivalent to authorizing free banking 
under the provisions of the present law, ex- 
cept as modified by the , committee's bill; 
second, that tho requirement that banks 
shall keep a reserve of greenbacks in their 
vaults to redeem their notes shall be repeal- 
ed, and that, instead, every bank shall de- 
posit in tho Treasury gr*enbacka amounting 
to five per cent, of its circulation as n fund 
for the redemption of its notes, and shnll 
keep this reserve good; third, that banks 
shall not bo allowed to pay or receive in- 
terest on deposits with each othor; fourth, 
that country banks shall be required to 
keep their deposit reserves at homo; fifth, 
that gold banks shall be allowed issue notes 
to the amount of 80 per cent, only of their 
bonds, instead of ninety, as at present. 


THE REDUCTION OF THE ARMY. 


We believe the attempts to reduce the 


army to be ill advised. They are depreciated 
by Gens. Sherman, Sheridan, aud Pope mid 
by the Army and Navy Journal and there is 
grave reason, to believe that this economical 
measure will be a case of saving at the spigot

In tho mining districts we ought to havo 
more rather than fewer soldiers. 
Military 


law is better than Lynch law, and while it is 
not desirable to establish the former, yet 
there ought to bo military force enough to 
secure tho prompt and energetic execution 
of tho civil law. 


The raids across the border into Mexico, 


the Apache raids into Texas, the disturb- 
ances ah* along our western frontier,prove tbnt 
our army should be increased rather than di- 
minished. If any military posts are aban- 
doned, many white settlers, pioneers «f 
civilization, will be left to the mercy of tho 
aavage, and must either flos or die. 
The 


land which they have bought will become 
valueless, their labor wasted, and the devel- 
opment of the country will ba eerioiftly 
checked. 


Our army is needed to restrain both whit: 


man and red. 
To reduce it—to allow the 


turbulence of the savage and the borderer to 
be less checked than it is today—is falsa econ- 
omy. The loss, both public and privat6sthnt 
would follow any such policy would far ex- 
ceed the cost of maintaining the five regi- 
meats which it i« proposed to muster out.

able citizens of the District of Columbia re- 
lativA to the illegal acts of the board of pub- 
. lie works. The memorial is very brief and 
as there is serious reason to believe that 
there is a very corrupt ring in the district, it 
is rery unfortunate that Senator Anthony 
should join iu the attempt to stifle investi- 
gation and protect a ring that is, in all prob- 
ability as bad as the Tweed ring in New 
York.

Many of the citizens of Connecticut will 


•omember to havo seen on ono-dollar bills 
of tlio Windham County Efiuk, a vigmsUe 
•opresentiug bull frogs fighting. 


Thig was engraved to commemorate the 


ml tie of the bull frogs.

Many years ago, when the town of Wmd- 


taui was newly settled, there canio a very

nunity of frogn.

rmom WAHHITTCTON. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2(J.—Goncril Kheridau 


appeared before tho House military com- 
mittee and made a very elaborate sUteweut 
of;the affairs of his department, which covers 
all territory occupied uy Indian** on the fron- 
tier.

ha put it at $42,000,000. It is thought tha 
the paring down process will save abou 
$'20,000,(XX); that tho deficiency is not sc 
large as estimated, and that tho §17,000,OOC 
left of the so-called reserve fund will lid 
over the difficulty after reducing tho esti 
xnatos. 


Another Financial BUI. 


It is said that Congressman Hellish o 


Now York will introduce a bill imposing a 
five per cent, tax on national bank-notes t< 
effect their retirement. The first one linn 
drcd millions that are retired are to bo re 
placed b}' greenbacks, making a total 
$)nOO,ODO,OOOin circulation. The remainder 
of banknotes are to bo destroyed: The bill 
further provides that the government shall 
loan greenbacks from an additional supply 
thereof to any person who offers Unitec 
State bonds as securely for a loan of 101 
per cant, on six per cont. bonds, and 1)0 per 
cent, ou five per cent, bonds, interest to ho 
paid on tho loan at 7 3-10 per cent, payable 
semi-annually. 


Internal Revenue llcceipls 


The internal revenue receipts today were

$604,720. The indications are that the re- 
ceipts for the month will foot up $!)(j»00, 
of which one million, it is estimated, wil 
come from the semi-annual tivr on banks 
other than national banks, leaving the bal-

weighed about two tuna and a half, grea 
difficulty was experienced iu getting it prop 
erly shipped, the first attempt nearly resuli 
ing the staviug in of the fillip's side, owin 
to tho heavy sea. 


At last after twenty-three daya of anxiety 


the jury rudder was shipped, beitig hold ii 
iU place by stream chains 
and lopsai 


sheets, aud the vessel was able to resum 
her course for home, reaching FrJiucuth 
the 3d of November. 


During the period that the Mindorn wa 


without a rudder she was driven some 60C 
miles out of her course, which was N. byE. 
and tho course she actually made, when 
laid down upon the chart, assumes most fan 
tastio and extraordinary forms, tho vesse 
having been drifted in all possible direction! 
from day to day. 


After the jury rudder had been brough 


into use her progress was very eatisf actoy 
and on one occasion a distance of 180 mile 
was run. in a day.

into port without assistance from othoi 
veasefs, are worthy of oil praise. 


AN INDIAN PAY DAY. 


A correspondent nt Topeka, Kansas, givei 


the following account of tho way in whicl 
the Pottawotomie Indians celebrate the ro 
ception of money from the agents of the 
Treasury i It is late in tbn afternoon that an 
Indian payment becomes lively and interest 
ing. A new spirit permeates the crowd, snc 
stoicism gets soaked through tmd through 
The young men take pleasure, iu the firs 
stages, in riding recklessly up and down thi 
village street Hinging their arms in an ap 
parent effort to rake down something. Bu 
an Indian's drunkenness is a very completf 
article of its kind; horsemanship soon be 
comes impossible. Once begun, tho bibuloui 
exercises are continued by the whole-soulei 
aborigine until the hand can no longer find thi 
lips. He wants to become as drunk as ifc ia 
possible to be in the shortest possible time 
and nothing can intervene to nurtail the 
period of bliss except a failure of the sup- 
ply. 


If you see dingy heaps (if parti-colorec 


clothing among the weeds in the taugloc 
position in which it fell, you need not_ dis- 
turb it; it is a happy Pottawatomie —happy 
still, whether squaw or man: whether it 
rains or shines. If you sea an isolator 
something on the outskirts, looking like a 
blanketed cono with a tuft of black hair 
surmounting the apex—that is an Indian, 
out of whisky and getling sober; very blue, 
indeed and wishing there was never such a 
thing as fire-water. But by and by the 
Pottawatomie finds that times have charigec 
and "the old homo ain't whnt it used to bo.' 
For tho village of St. Mary's has some brnii 
new police regulations, and the authorities 
arrested those roystorore in tho watches of 
the night, and for the sake of good order 
and municipal gain thrust them into whm 
they call "the calaboose," a vile dungeon 
of Western contrivance, and a fit prelude to 
petty fines. The squaws and the.men, hav- 
ing got drunk together, wcro incarcerated 
together, and within those cold walls beguil- 
ed the hours with pickorings and Rmoil 
fights. 
Also, to vary tho programme to the 


loss of tho captors, they made a small fire 
in a corner out of a squaw's garments, and 
had it not been a season of watchfulness ant 
keen smelling on the part of tho citizens, 
there would have been the loss of a public, 


• building and tho roasting of themselves to 


record.
